JVeur Advertiatmenta Oonttnued on Page Eight, 



WAsiiiNGToif, March 11.— The condition 
of the Chinese- Japaneae peace negotiatioBS 

ia understood to be as follows : In tho cre> 

dontiols qJvon to ChanR-in-Hoon, former 
Chiuoso miuister to Washington, and bia 
aasoniato, Shao Yuo Lan, by the Chineeo 
government there was a distinct acceptance 
of the intermediation of tho United States, 
through ministers Denby and Dant the cre- 
dentials reading as follows : " Now through 
the mediation of the United States govern- 
ment, 'o3tb nations will appoint plenipo- 
tentiaries with fall powers to meet and 
satisfactorily Settle matters in dispute." 

The only oontroversy which Jap^n raised 
was over the fact that the original Chinese 
emlBsaries, while aooredited with tbeae 
powers, had " a string tied " to their ore 
dentials and wore directed to report to the 
Chinese foreign oUice or " Taung Li Vamen 
before oonolading anytbing." 

Central News diepatches received by the 
United Press lome days ago, stating that 
tho powers oocfdrred npon the first Chinese 
commissioners has been extended to H Hung 
Chann without condition, render it obvloua 
that if Li Hung on his arrival in Japan pre 
eentg a renewal of oredcntials aimilar to 
those given bia prodeoeeaors with plennry 
powers attached such as were wanting in 
their case, ni gotlationa can po on. Li Hung 
Chang, the Chineao viceroy, is not only per- 
sonally acquainted with Count Ito, tho 
Japanese premier, but the relations between 
the two have been for many years of a most 
oordial nature. Thoro uru several reasons 
for believing that the meeting of tho peace 
plonipotonliariea will bo hold at Simonoao 
Ki, which is 500 miles nearer Shanghai than 
Hiroshima. 

Li Hung Chang will make the trip from 
Shanghai in a Chiucae war vessel; aa it is not 
desirable that an onotny'a ahip should bo 
allowed to enter tho port of Hiroahima, 
which is the military beadtjuarters of Japan, 
if the oonferencB were hola at Hiroshima it 
would be neceBsary to tranafer Li Hung 
Chang to a Japanese vessel which woald 
moot bim at Simonosokl, which is situated 
n tho S. W. part of the Island cf Chosbui. 
To avoid this transfer and additional trip of 
600 miles to Hirosbima, and as a mark of re- 
spect to L! Hung Cbang, who is feeble in 
health and advanood in years, it is regarded 
as not ninlikely that Simonosokl will be 
selected ^as the place of meeting. So far as 
o»n be learned here Li Hung Chang has 
hot yet left Tientsin bat Is daily expected 
and when he shall have started not many 
days will be consumed In making the trip to 
where tho Japaneao representatiyea will bs 
met. . T/jcae latter, oa has been stated, will 
bo Count Ito, premier, and Mr. Muteu, min- 
ister of foreign aflilrs, who waa for some 
years Japanese diplomatic representative at 
Waahington. It is not known at tho Japan- 
ese legation that China haa boon itformod 
of tho conditiouB upon which Japan will 
consent to peace and that China haa accept- 
ed those conditiona. Tho report to this effoot 
is boliovod to be an inference which can bo 
derived from the correspondenro already 
published, 

London, March 11. — A Shanghai diapatoh 
says Uninese rosidonta are leaving Pchin, 
Tientain, Taku and the outlying distrlota, 
fearing Japanese invasions. Steamers ar- 
riving at Shanghai are crowded with re- 
fugees.

Ottawa, March II. — -Another acute atago 
iu the Behring Sea dltiiculty la engaging tho 
attention of the British, United States and 
Canadian governments since the refusal of 
tho Amorloan congress to voto tho oompoh- 
aation agreed upuu which the Canadian gov- 
ment has been urging. The home authori- 
ties say that the indisposition of the Cniiod 
States to carry out the anderslanding jasti- 
fies the refusal of Qreat Britain to assent to 
the enforcement of the restrictions on seal- 
ing during 1895 So far no answer has been 
received to the repreeentationa. About this 
time last year a similar diflioully arose 
when, through the delay of tho great pow- 
ers interested, it began to look as if the 
award would not be enforced in the ap- 
proaching season. At that time Senator 
Morgan, chairman of tho Senate committee 
on foreign iiir^iirs, made a hAd 
deolaratiou that in his opinion 
no damages would over bo paid by 
tlio United States. Though tho gdvoru- 
ment of tho republic ia still declaring its do- 
airo that tho lump Hum of $ I'J.^.OOO ugreod 
upon aliould bo paid over, tho action of cou- 
grees is a plain intimation that Senator 
Morgan's views hold good with those who 
hold the airings of tho national purse 
Whether Canada is to bo compollod to live 
up to hor portion of tbo award, while Iho 
United States refuses to bo bound by tho 
part which applies to it, is the question 
which is bothering the diplomats of the 
nations ooncernod.

Tho amounts for 
distribution in the outports are being car- 
ried to their destination by the railroad 
company free of coat. Tho number of desti- 
tute familioB in St, Johns is inoreasing daily 
and tho reports from tho outporta are to cho 
effoot that tho people in many localities are 
in utter destitution. A despatch from a 
small settlement on tho South-wooc coast 
signed by the parish priest, was received 
here to-day, stating that forty familioa were 
starving thero and there was nothing to give 
them. The diapatoh alao asked that assist- 
ance be sent them immediately. This same 
condition exists in nearly all the.

There are about two thousand 
eight hundred families in St. Johns and its 
suburbs in distress who are being as- 
sisted by the relief committee as much 
as poBBlble.

Any series of sketches of the ieadiog msa 
in British Colombia wsnld naturally begin 
with that of the Hon. Theodore Davie, 
Attorney-General and Premier, and thabnot 
merely on account of the position which lie 
oceupiof, but by reason of his personality. 
Theodore Davie, as ho is beat known and 
most familiarly spoken of, is unlike moat 
men the writer has come in oootaot with, 
that is, he Is essentially difftrent in many 
respects ; at the same time ha is a good 
specimen of the type of " oolonials," who 
In a new oonntry have fought their way to 
the top unassisted by any of the potent in- 
fluences wbioh beget preferment in tha old 
countries, and few men who have sucoesdod 
owe more to foroe of oharacter, energy 
and indomitable will power. He is 
a man who illustrates in an eminent degree 
the policy known in very modern phrase- 
ology as that of " get there." His career is 
interesting as a study of human foroos, and 
as Western World readers have recently 
bad presented to tbem a pen sketch of Sir 
William Van Horno they will rooognixs 
many oharacteriatica common to the greiti 
railway magnate and the Premier of Britiah 
Columbia. There are the same subtle an- 
alysis of character, (|uick conception, rapid 
judgment, and prompt deoision ; in both 
are found tho brusque manner, vital energy 
and strength of purpose. Iq success and 
rapid advanoement by virtue of theaeqaali- 
fie'.itions these men vie with each gtber. Sir 
William, by virtue of a more extended 
sphere of operations, has bflcomo tha mora 
famous ; but what Mr. Davie might have 
aohie.^ed bad ho be^ua life aa a railway 
operator can only bo judged by whitt has 
developed out of a law student. Training 
and apccial adaptabilitlea have led them into 
different paths of life where comparison ia 
impoaslble and opportunitiea have been in- 
comparable. Different faculties have boon 
brought into play. One has pursued a ayn- 
tbetioal course of study and become con- 
structive and administrative ; the other tho 
analytical and bacome the lawyer pure and 
simple, and subsequently, as so many good 
lawyers do, drifted into politics and took 
bis natural place in the adminlatratiott of 
the day as Attorney- General, As types (tf 
men these two are analognes. As men 
grown into publio life they differ aa the 
poles. 

Mr, Davie was born in Brixton, Surrey, 
Eng., in March, 1852, and is, therefore, 
still a young man, more especially as Pre- 
mier. He was only 15 years old when ho 
came to British Colnmbia in 1867, where 
his father and brothers were before bim, 
having emigrated to the colony tome years 
previously, leaving bim, the youngest boy, 
at home to enjoy the advantages of an Eog- 
llah education. Young Theodore belonged 
to a clever family and, therefore, came hon- 
estly by thoae qualities which have brought 
bim BO rapidly to tbo front. His father. Dr. 
J. C. Davie, was a leading physician in tho 
colony and was a member of the logialatura 
in hl» day. HIa brother, the late Hon. A, 
E. Divie, whom Mr. Theodore Davie aae- 
ceeded as Attorney General, was for some 
yoara Premier, and was n man who carried 
to hia grave tho reapeot and admiration of 
all who knew bim. Another brother, who 
took his father's name and profea- 
sion, stands very high as a medioal 
man, and as a surgeon has a 
reputation extending throughout the whole 
Paoitio Coaat. It will be aeen therefore that 
tho eubject of this akotoh waa cut out of 
good family timber. As u boy he was known 
as bright and daring, bnt not too goody- 
goody, cue of those youths who sf cer dissi- 
pating a surplus stook of energy, are sore 
to, contrary to atoriee of the Sanford and 
Marten type, turn oat well and may be de- 
pended on to hold their own aad fight their 
way in the world. After his arrival in Vio- 
torla he studied law in the office of Mr. 
Robert Bishop, a prominent member of the 
bar there in early days, and made rapid pro- 
gress. Having become a barrister he went 
to Caaeiar, in the gold-mioiac days of that 
district, and practised his profoealon for four 
years. 

Many of Tho Weateru World'a readers 
may have a general notion of what life la in 
a mining camp, and some no doub-. havo had 
a pereonal experience, but with tho condi- 
tiona that governed life in Cassiar, remote, 
inhospitable and Buhjuci. Id all the privations 
and hardahipe that a miner c in endure, it ia 
hard to roali/. i the diaadvant rtgca of profes- 
sional life under such ciroumaiancoa. How- 
ever, the v'iporlonoo which ho gained in 
pioneer life, roughing it among the ininera, 
moulded the man of to day - full of reaourou, 
practical, hard-headed, and devoid of frills, 
but poaaesaing withal a warm heart under a 
blunt exterior. This latter ia a oharauteris- 
lic of miners themaelvea aa a class, 
who, deapito their outward manifeata- 
tiona of brusquonoss and roughneaa, have an 
unwritten code of ethica that never permits 
diatrees to go unrelieved or fails to extend a 
helping hand to " a follow ou*; of his Inok," 
To know a minor thoroughly it, to know a 
genuine, threo-foet-to-the yard man, and to 
have him ai a friend is to have a friend in- 
dead. While in the early mining days of 
Australia and California many men of dis- 
reputable oharacter and detperadoca who 
found their way into the mining camps, 
lent to the whole fraternity of minora some- 
thing of thoir own ehady reputations and 
manner of living, yet the better class ropre- 
aented a very high typo of manhood and In 
British Columbia these men wore in tho 
asoondanoy and tho rule. They aro scat- 
tered to-day throughout tho province and 
are found in every walk of life, and 
when tho liiatorian comes to care- 
fully anatj/.s tho forces which enter- 
ed Into the life and progreea of that 
prijvinco and gave tho iiiipotue to its future 
^reat nenB they aro tho men lo whom ho will 
anoriba moat of the honor and glory. Aa I 
have Siwd, tho cxporionco of a mining camp, 
enduring tho privations and sharing its 
rough bill of faro, left its impreaa on a 
character of itself strong and unconven- 
tional, and Theodore Davie came bock to 
Viotoria well fit^ted to battle hia way under 
more favoroble auspicca, Hia natural 
abilities early in life marked him out for a

Thirst for Gold the Motive of tlie 
Uoolly CalcDlated 
Grime. 

Detail* ars to hand of the bloody mnrdc r 
eommlttad ab VaUeyfield Q , on the oiKbc of 
Friday, Maroh 1, by a yonvn man aatned 
F. V. Shortis, in which two inon loBt thoir 
lives and eevoral others wore injured 
Shortis is a young man about twenty years 
of age, who for aoine time wm in the em- 
ploy of the Montreal Cotton Milla Company 
iiH Doorotary to Mr. Simpaon, the mannger. 
When ho was euporacded ho ael^ed and ob- 
tained pormlsaion to work in tho mill, to 
learn the business, on the plea that lio iu- 
tended to puc money in it when his " ship 
eime in." Ho was, thorofore, familiar with 
tbeplaoo. Evorythiu^ wag cjuiot in tho build- 
ing that night. Tho inimonbo weaving 
rooms and workahopa were deserted, except 
for tlio two watchmen, Maxime Leb<ouf and 
Dolisle Bezin. They niado thoir rounds 
about every hour, and, no doubt, Shortis 
timed bimself w't'tiilui'j, He took enpper 
at the Windsor hotel, where he waa board- 
ing, and afcerwarda went to Tiait a lady 
named Miaa Anderaon. From her house, 
whiob he left much earlier than usual, ho 
went straight to tho Montreal cotton mill. 
There he know hia friends were working 
That morning Mr. George W. Shannon, 
the express agent, had delivered the money 
which was unud to pay o£F the handa. It was 
about $13,000. 

There waa at tho timo a light in tho big 
cffico on the main floor, and four men worn 
making up tho pay. These woro Joho 
Lowe, the paymaster ; John Loy and Hujjh 
Wilson, clerks, and Lotreuf, a brother o( 
the watchman. Shortis came in with his 
walking stick in his band. They know him 
well and allowed him to got bebind the big 
counter. Ho ohalted with ihem and par- 
took with them of some oranges they had. 
He is very fond of fruit and sweeta, and 
apent a good deal of money on them. An- 
other thing he waa exceedingly fond of wal 
firearms, eipeolally revolrors, and on that 
account, it was noc oonsidored in the least 
atrangd that ho should ask Lowo to let him 
iOB his fivo-ahooter. Lowe, however, well 
knew how careless Shortis was in handling 
such things and insisted on unload- 
ing the weapon before he gave ib to 
him. One revolver was always kept in tho 
office and with it about thirty rounds of ball 
cartridge. It waa a thirty-two calibre. 
Shortia kept on talking aa be cleaned tho 
weapon. Be afterwards returned it, when 
Lowe reloaded it and pnt It back in its 
plaoe. Afterwards Shortia aakad tor it 
again, bat hia rcqaeat was refnaed. It was 
then aboot eleven o'oloek and the olerks 
were thiokiog of going home- Liwe went 
in the vanlt sjiid ae he turnt d the bolt, he 
aaw Shortis again reaohli g fur his revolver 
He told him to leave it alnne, but >hort a 
took it notwithstanding. For a moinenc no 
bandied it, and then a shot raog out, and 
Wilson dropped. 

Lowo rushed to his aid and held him up, 
and Loy, thinking it waa an aooident, ran 
into the telephone box presumably to call 
for midioal asaistanco. Ho rang up tho 
Central, and the ring waa hoard in the 
telephone cflioe, but no reply was received 
to the operator's oall, and tho operator left 
tho room, wondering what was the matter, 
but uttarly unconscious of the terrible 
cauBO. No sooner had Mr. Loy rung the 
cill than Shortis turned and fired at him, 
the bullet entering his brain. Tho tolo- 
phono rooei/or dropped from Loy'a norvoleaa 
hand and ho fell to the floor a oorpao. 
Shortia now turned again and shot at Lowe, 
but the bullet missed the man it was in- 
tended for and presumably atruok Wilaon, 
Lowe now realiz-sd the terrible danger, both 
for himself and the interests of the company. 
He let Wilson down on the floor, oonvioced 
that be was dead, and began to think of the 
best meana of saving his life and the $13,000 
entrusted to his care. The murderer, for 
fear of beiog surprised by outside aid, rush- 
ed to the telephone box and tore down the 
receiver, destroying at the same time tho 
oonneotion. 

Poor Lay waa lying dead at hia feet. The 
dead man bad not even had a chance for his 
life, thongh be had a loaded revolver in hia 
pocket. Shortia never gave a look at the 
oorpae. la the meantime, Leba:af, Maxim's 
brother, bad raabed into the vault, trying 
rn bide from the desperate man ontaide. 
No sooner had Shortia destroyed the tele- 
phone, than be turned again to Lowe and 
told him that if he moved, ho would shool 
liim. Lowe, however, decided to take a 
desperate chance. With ono sweep ho 
gathered in tho money, and rushed into tho 
vault, pulling tho door after him. Thia en- 
raged Shortia very much, and he raved and 
storm.ed up and down and made all sorts of 
ultempla to entice Lowo out. Tlio laltor'a 
clever retreat had quite upsot hia oilcula- 
tiona. With Lowo away, L'ly killed and Wil- 
aon prttiiiniibly dead, lie counted on e-isily 
getting tho better of tho younger L'-l.iviif, 
and after that ho would only have thu 
watchman to deal with if they disturbed 
him. Ho Cdlled upon Lowo in the name of 
their friendship to come out. 

" I don't want to hurt you," ho oaid," wn 
have alwuyo boon good frionda." 

But Lowo know better, and held on with 
might and main to tho vault door. Shortis 
oven mudo a bhilF at burning them out, ai,d 
broke his walking stick into bita attoinptiug 
to set fire to It near the entrance of thu 
vault. Lowe, however, was too clever to bii 
caught by any auoh a ruse, and the cul 
mlnatins point of hia strategy wao when he 
contrived, as related, to have hlmaelf ami 
his compiininu locked in by the murderer. 
Shortiii astiod him to give the e'lmbmation, 
and profesaing to be willing to aoaede to his 
request to come oat Lowe aaid to him : 
" Turn the knob and you will be able to 
open the door." Shortia did so, and thus 
placed an unBurmountable barrier between 
hinis; If i\hi\ tho men whom he wished to 
silence for t ver. 

Fituiiut; vhai ho had balked himoelf, ho 
huuttcl uriniiKi m viiiii for moans to retrieve 
hiH loiii H<;v,uitu|.;c. In bin temporary ah 
aenco Wilson, who had boon left for dead, 
came to, iind miuiagod to crawl into tho 
private (illi.:o of tho manager. 

Tho two prisoners in tho vault, Lowo and 
young Lolu'uf, were now doHlined to go 
through a heart-rending oxperi'-'ncf in u 
tragiuiy ((|iii.!ly horrible as that which hail 
proo.'deil— liitcnsili.jd, too, by tho fiui thai 
the victim wao tho brother of one of tho 
prisoners, who, though they could hea 
everything that occurred, were poworleas to 
aid or save the victim. Tho timo had coitio 
for Maxime Lebasafa usual round. Ho had 
been eating hia lunch on a bench in tho 
weaving room nearest tho ofTico, and had 
left half of it to make hia rounda. Hia 
measured stop could ho hoard approaching. 
Nearer ho oame and nearer, and when ho ar- 
rived near the door which led into the oinoe, 
Shortia could bo heard exclaiming, " Hello, 
Maxime ; what la the matter ! " 

" Nothing, nothing," waa Lebcoaf'e reply. 



Then oumn a shot, a yell and the fall of a 
heavy body, and another had fallen. 
Whether he wuo killed outright or not id 
not known, but tho two men in tho vault, in 
thi oourao of their Imprisonment, hoard 
m wiy iiioro ohoto. Wheu poor LBld-afa 
budy waa cxaiDiutd there were found three 
ballot wounds, ono in the chook, one behind 
tlio ear and one in tho loft arm. How tho 
auha(quent dark deeds were done only tho 
mnrdorcr cin lell. liat to make aaro, how- 
ever, of hia luBt victim's death, Shortia boat 
out his bruina with tho telephone receiver 
and then tying a pieoo of suspender about 
one of tho wrists of the oorpso dragged it to 
thn bottom of tho first stairs outsidrt of the 
ofSoo, which leada to the basement. 

While this bloody work wai going on 
Wilson is supposed to have regained oon- 
solousncsa again, Hia own statements of his 
Lxporionoes are not any too clear thua tar 
and hia deposition haa not been taken. At 
prt'Rent no ono is allowed to bod him, but 
suUijIent information was gathered from 
him on Saturday to mako it plain that he, 
when in the mill, roaliztid that something 
had to ba dono to aavo hia own life and that 
of hia companions, of whose fates ho was 
not aware. He piuokily orawled from his 
hiding place throngh the offioe into the ad- 
joiaing weaving room, and from there into 
the next. He did not take the uanai way, 
tho shortest way to the eogiae-room, where 
he expected to find help, but dragged him- 
■elf along the opposite aide. When he had 
gOQo half way ho waa exhausted and hid un- 
der a work bench near the wall. 

Tho mur.li rer, having dispatched Leboeaf 
to hia own satiafaetion, now began to hunt 
for Wilson. He finally found him in his 
hiding ploce. The poor follow waa appar- 
ently dead, buc Shortis wanted to make 
sure. Ho lit. aovcral matches in the attempts 
he again mado to shoot Wilaon. They gave 
some light, but it was not fiulhoient and he 
doliberalely went for a lantern with which 
to finish his work. Ho returned, shot Wil 
son again and then left him The terrible 
agony poor plucky Hugh Wilson must have 
Buflcrod can best be imagined. Shortia now 
renowod his attempts to get at Lowe, young 
Lek<i'af and tho money. He profeased con- 
trition and spoke in a whining voice. " For 
Ood'a sake," ho cried to Lowe, "come out. 
Poor Wilson is bleeding to death, and I 
want you to come out and help me carry 

him away." 
" Where is Loy," Lowe aaked. 
" He has gone out," Shortia retorted, "to 
get a^dootor." 

But Lowe was not to be caught. He 
wonad not give the combination, and the 
murderer's entreaties were kept up at in- 
tervale. 

Notwlth^andlng what he bad gone 
through, Hugh Wilaon had atill aome life 
and a great deal ot courage left. He crawled 
along through the weaving room, and 
orawled again till he reached the bottom of 
the Sre room ataira and then be fainted onco 
more It waa there be waa found by Mr. 
13egin, who bad joat aet the maohines in 
motion and waa afraid ilaon had been 
hurt by the wbeela He rnahnd out to got 
a doctor. When they return' d the bravo 
boy regained coneoiottraesa and told his t»le 
of blood to the horror-stricken men. Th y 
decided to investigate, and being warned hy 
Wilson of tho desperate character of tho 
murderer, armed thomsolvos with the first 
iron toola that came handy and went to 
seek Shortia. When they reached the office 
door they stood one at each aido of it and 
looked in. Shortia aaw them and know tho 
game waa up. 

Throwing up hia hands, ho said, " I give 
up." He continued ; " I give up. I have 
shot those men, but I do not know why I 
did it." He oaid little olse. Help was sent 
for, and Mr. Smith, the seoretary-treasurer 
of the mill, released Lowe and Leba>uf at 
two o'clock, sfter three hours of almost in- 
tolerable inoarcoration. When they oama 
out, Shortis, addressing them, cried, "Shoot; 
m°, shoot me, I am better shot than alive !" 

That waa all the sign of oontrition I e 
gavo. Additional aid was hastily sent for 
and Wilson cart fnlly removed. Shortia waa 
seirchcd and the revolver «nd a chisel were 
found on his person. How many shots ho 
fired is bard to tell. Certainly, more than 
a score, perhaps two (ocre. Lowe's can- 
ridges bad nearly all disappeared, and 
some of those fonnd in the bodies of the 
dead and wounded were proven by the cali- 
bre to have como from the murderer's own 
revolver. About the only other thing ho 
■aid was, when ho was being searched, to 
the efleot that he much objected to having 
his shirt cut in the soaroh for his weapons. 
Bnt hia objeouon availed him but little He 
was finally turned over to tho chief of po- 
lice. 

In tho gloomy, vault like rooms c f the cot- 
ton mill liiy tho bodies of tho murciorod vio. 
time, stark and rigid in death, in pools of 
half clotted binod ; in the narrow coll of tho 
local pribon slept tho prisoner, calm and 
childlike and undistarbid, as if he were 
r( sting from un honest day's toil, instead of 
having ruthlessly sent two as good, upright, 
lovable men aa ever lived into eternity. 

With the dawn came the public anounoe- 
meut of the awful deed. It went from bouae 
to honee like wildfire. People could not be- 
lieve their ears till they were convinoed that 
the newa wna only too true. Threats of 
lycchlog were openly expressed and they 
grow louder aa the day wore on. There was 
no one to take the load, however. Had 
I hero born, nothing could have saved Shor- 
tia. Late in the afternoon he was conducted 
to the mill with tho jury, to view the 
liodin'^ He hud nothing to Bay. A': times 
he inanog'ia to look excoudingly uU'upy and 
he ilicl so wh(:u he was brought face to fiiC'i 
with the bodies. " Opim youroyus well and 
look," hu waa told; and in u mMlor-of f.iot 
way hii ri'|)lii'd : "Oh, my eyes aro opi-n 
all right." Afierwaid', in thu ( lilcu tif tlio 
mill, ho was permitted t.o send a moasago to 
hia frior.d, Mr. (jeorgo I'ury, of Montrr-al. 
Later on he recnivcd n ruply to tho ell'oct 
t h M tlie 1 ittcr hi-d ';.i)led to hia parents. 
.Shortia is thoir onl> oun. 

At tho iu<|Uost the prisoner waa tho moat 
remarkable feature of the affair. A cooler, 
more unoonoerned man never faced ao 
heinous a charge. He waa brought in be- 
tween two oonatablea, his wrists handcuffed 
together behind his biok. They came with 
thu prisoner at a shulTlmg gait. His long 
blonde hair waa e raggllng over hia fore- 
head from under hiu hut, hia steel blue oyrs 
had a sleepy oxpressiun ; his lip stuck out 
in a sort of a pout, and, on the whole, ho 
was u miserable object to look at. When 
ho firafc entered the room he seemed some- 
what nervouR. He trembled a little aa he 
stood up and heavtd sevorul eighs, but theae 
wero about tho only signs of emotion ho 
gave. In the early part of tho evening sca- 
siim ho waa askod if ho had anything to say. 
Ho thought for a while and tlien aaid in a 
clear voico and with a flaah of his stool blue 
cyoa ; " I have got a telegram from a friend 
of mine in Mniitroul, and ho adviaoa me not 
to say anything till I again hear Iroin him." 
After a momenl'a pause ho continnod : " If 
you don't mind, gentlenii^n, it would per- 
haps mike no differenco if I was handcufTed 
in front. The way my handa are now fas- 
tened behind my biok hurts mo oonsidor- 
ably." 

The verdict of tho jury was that Lebieuf 
and Loy had como to ttioir deaths at tho 
bands of tho priaonor, who paid no more 
attention to It than he had done to tho 
evidence. Hia spirits were somewhat ruilled 
at certain reports in the Saturday after

ITS OLD TRIGKS. 



ll is a pity that tho Times cannot make 
sn honest ubo of tho truth. It is i|ulte true 
that in November last we condemned lome 
of the otSoials of the Department cf Marine 
and Fkheriea for making rules and regula 
tioni for the aklmon fishery without taking 
the tronble to obtain a knowledge of the 
habits of the salmon of the Pacific coast. It 
is also true that shortly after our article ap 
poared tho Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
visited British Columbia, acknowledged 
the mistake the departmanli had made 
and promised to liave it oorreoted. It is 
likewise true tliat the departmental offioial 
who bad most to do with «fie drawini; np of 
the fishery regulations has since then been 
suporannuated. 

Why could not our contemporary havo 
told tho whole truth about tho rtpulution 
fotbidding the sale of salmon in November 
This is one instanoe in which half the truth 
is the worst of lies. 

\Vc have a nocund inntaiico of this kloil of 
lyiug in unothor mean [inrngraph. " Tho 
CoiX)Ni.sT is told," says the Grit orgAn, 
" that there are persons in this community 
who talk of opposing the Government be- 
osaae they want a change." This is true, 
but not tho whole truth. The beading of 
tho article is " Chunge for change sake 
And almost immodiatoly after the sontonca 
wiiich tho Timos ([uotea wo say ; " ThcBO 
people are surely nob in earnest. If tboy 
took time to consider for a moment they 
would have to admit the desire for change 
merely for change sake is very unreason 
able." The Intention to misrepresent 
is too evident horo to eaoapo oven tho most 
obtuso. As it proceeds, our ooiiteiii[)orary 
is U possible still more dishonest ; It says : 
*' A little forther on it intimates that these 
persons are blind and capricious fools ! " 
What we did say was : "What would be 
thought of tho ship-owner who would talk 
about diacharginf,' one of his cuptaiua juat 
when ho had brought hia abip aafoly into 
port after a dreadful storm He would 

be regarded by all sensible men as 
B blind and capricious fool." If the 
oditor of tho Timoa expools to 
gain votoa by such gross nilaroprcBentation 
as this ho ia vi>ry greatly mistaken. The 
sontoncefl wo havo (|uotpd aro an inault to 
tho intelligence of tho readora of tho Times 
who have seen tho Coloniht'h articles, and a 
oontemptibly mean attempt to mislead those 
of them who have not. Tho Timos a few 
daya ago pledged itself and tho rest of the 
Opposition " to light fairly and without tho 
aid of Ilea or alandur, or hoodie or cowardly 
intimidatioQB," and here we] see it, shortly 



after it had voluntarily covenanted to con- 
duct the campaign fairly, trying in the mean- 
eat and moBii natrntbfal way to gain what it 
oo'naldera an advantage over an opponent. 

It can now be seen how much ita promises 
of good behaviour are worth. 

DISCORDANT NOTES. 

The Hon. Mr. Foster has chosen to con- 
teat ttae oonstltueDoy of Yorlc oouniy rather 
than tti'ae of King's. When the Grits of 
New Branawiok and elsewhsro heard this 
they raised a ahoub of triumph. They de- 
clared that Mr. Foster was afraid to face the 
electors of King's county, and predicted that 
bo would be beaten in York. In order to 
bring about the fulfiimenb of their predic- 
tion they did their beat to persuade the Rtv. 
Dr. MoLeod, a strong temperance man, to 
contest York ; and at one time they believed 
that thoy had secured him as a candidate. 
When they wore under this impression the 
Rev. Doctor was praised and potted beyond 
all bounds. But after a while they found 
that they bad been premature withtheirgush 
and their blarney. Dr. McLeod declined 
the candidature. Then the Grits changed 
their tune and denounced tho Rev. gentio 
man In very atrong terms. They afterwarda 
discovered, or thought they discovered, that 
Mr. Gibson, a very iofluential man in the 
county, who had previous to 1891 been a 
Liberal, had been instrumental in getting 
Mr. Foster to run for 'S'ork. They then 
turned their batteries on that gentloinan. 
Jilr. Gibson happens to be a rich man, and 
does a very largo business in the Province, 
and these oiroumatanoos are, by tho dlaap- 
pointed Grits, oonnted as politloal dis- 
abilities against him. Tho St. John 
Record says; "He (Mr. Foater) was 
invited there by Mr. Gibson months 
before any convention was called, and 
tho couvention was only held to cover 
tho fact that Foster wsa but the representa- 
tive cf Mr. Gibson. Altogether aside from 
the statement, which no one disputes, that 
Mr. Gibson is a good and charitable man, 
one who Is intcroatod In his employee, who 
treats them well, and who built up and en- 
riched a large portion of the county, yet 
this gives bim no right to plaoe a nominee 
of his own in the field." 

If Mr. Gibson Is the kind of man hia op- 
ponents describe bim to be, he has gained 
hia influenco In tho county in a perfectly 
legitimato way. Wo doubt if the Record 
could give as high a character to any of Mr. 
Foster's opponents in New Brunswick 
aa ib doea to Mr. Gibaon. To 
howl ab a good man because be Is rich and 
uses his position for the benefit of thoso ho 
employs and for the advantage of hia prov- 
ince generally, Is about aa reasonablo aa 
to howl at the sun because it shines and 
does good wherever its Influenoe is felt. A 
man of the character described by the 
Record and in his situation must necessarily 
have inlluonco whenever and wherever he 
sees fit to uao it. And the chances are a 
hundred to one that he will use it for the 
bencQt not only of himself bub of the com- 
munity in which he iivea. In ttaia inatanoe it 
Is emphatically the oaae. Mr. Foatpr is an 
able man and a useful man. Even the Grib 
slanderers have nothing to aay againab him 
as a Minister of the Crown. 



AVOID BD, NOT MET. 

Tho Toronto Globo concludes a long and 
very carefully written article on the Mani* 
toba achool queation with the following 

paragraph : 

Onr conclusion, then, Is that tho (juoation 
will be beat decided, not by tho government 
or tho parliament or tho people of the Do- 
minion, but by tho people of Manitoba, in 
the light of justice and of the beat interests 
of tho province. In tho endeavor to arrive 
at a wise and just decision wo believe that 
they can derive material aid from the 
judgments of tho privy council, not, wo re- 
peat, aa Ir, fallible oracles, but aa tho honeat 
efforts of able men to settle a (jucation of 
right and wrong, Wo deprecate outside 
interference in oonfidonoo that tho majority 
of the people of Manitoba will bo just, will 
regard thoir very strength as an obligation 
to bo Bcrupuloualy juat, will bo gouorouH 
rathur than be In peril of falling short of 
complete justice ; and In confidence that 
thoy understand tho oondltiona and re- 
(|uironiont8 of thoir young and growing com- 
munity better than we outsiders can pos- 
sibly do. 

This is all very well, and it is greatly to bo 
hoped that the Legislature and the people of 
Manitoba will oonsider the school question 

in tho way so feelingly dcecrlbed by tho 
(llobo, but if they deal with it in a narrow 
minded way, and in an intolerant. apirif 
what then .' If after thoy havo delivered 
their decision the minority believe that 
their grievance is still unredressed, that they 
have been treated with injustice, will not 
the school question be then In precisely tho 
same position as it is now '! Will not an 
appeal then lie to tho Governor 
General in Council, and can they not then, 
as now, constitutionally apply to tho Fod 
eral Government for a redress of their 
grievance ? 

The Globe inollnoa to tho belief that the 
Governor in Council is not obli<jed to deal 
with tho appeal of the minority. It argues 
with conaiilorablo foico that tho (iovornor- 
Gonoral in Council la not a judicial tribunal, 
that it ia, in the nature of things, a political 
body with which political considerations 
cannot but have weight. It aaya : 

To this it will bo ropliod, wo must lake 
thinga ua we lind them. There is tho Mani- 
toba act. Tiiorc is the last dociaion of tho 
Privy Council, declaring that under that act 
an appeal does lie to the Oovornor General 
in Council. , It ia a poor court, but it ia the 
only court wo have, and clearly it ia our 
duty to muko the best of tho court, und as 
far us Ilea in our power to Induce it) to act 
in a judicial rather than In a political or 
sectarian spirit. Aa we aay, it ia usolosa to 
ask ib to eschew polittoa) oaaaiderationa al- 
togetlior. But those ooniideratlona will 
have moro or leas weight, according to the 
degree cf political ezoitement whiob pro- 
vails throughout the country. And thoro- 
foro wo think thab tho agitation of the ques- 
tion for political or eooturian purpoaea — 
that is to say for tho purpose of making 
party capital out ct' It, or exciting acctarian 
feeling over ib — IsciarneHtly to be deprecated. 

Every man who loves peace and hates 



strife muab be grieved when he aees ques- 
tlona In which matters of religion are in- 
volved raised in the oountry. . The diaona- 
aion of anoh qneations Is anre to engender 

ill-feeling and to provoke dissension, bub 
when thoy are raised what are wo to do with 
them ? Tbsy muab bo dealt with in some 
way. .Their being unpleasant to disouas and 
hard to handle in every way does not justi- 
fy those whose duty ib is to deal with 
them in ignoring or barking them. 
And here we come to tho weak 
part ( f tho Globe's article. To the quea- 
tion. Is the Governor General in Council 
obliged to give c ff.-ob to tho decision of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Cuunoil ? 
ib does not answer yes or no. It aaya : 
"But the Judicial Commictee simply says 
that relief of some kind is to bo given with- 
out specifying when or bow. ' Theparticular 
course to be pursued must bo determined by 
tho authorities to whom it has beei) com- 
mitted by the atatute.'" " And," continues 
the Globe, " uottnithnlanding the derision, 
we remain atroogly of opinion that Federal 
interference in the educational ,ayatem of 
Manitoba ought to be avoided." Tfae-italica 
aro ours. 

This, lb appears to us, ia as much aa aay- 
lag, the Judicial Committee has decided that 

the law uaaigns a duty to tho Governor-Gen- 
eral in Council, but ua that duty ia very un- 
pleasant and most diHicult of performanco, 
"ought to bo avoided." I!ut can it bo 
oided 'i Has the Dominion Government 
any option in the matter t This is ttie great 
I uostlon to bo answered, bat the Globe, as 
we.see, avoids Ib. 

A UIO DIFFBRBNam. 

Oar Grit contemporaries are detormicod 

not to see any difTdronco between reciprocity 
and British free trado, They will cot admit 
that under limited reciprocity — tho only ro- 
oiprooity that Canadians will oonsent to — if 
our marlceta,, are open to Americana the 
American markets are open to us ; bub under 
British free trade we open our marketa not 
to the Americana alone but to every nation 
under the sun, while not one of thoir mar- 
kets Is open to us in return. 

Canada has had an experience of re- 
ciprocity with the United States id natural 
or raw produota. While that reoiprooity 
was 'bencfioi&l 'to every class in the Do- 
minion, It was particularly advantageous to 
the fanners. Thoy had almost at their doors 
a good market for everything that they pro- 
duced, while the oirottmatancea wore such 
that the competition in, farm products 
from the States in the Canadian market was 
hardly worth balking aboub. Conditions 
have changed einco then, and Canadians are 
by no moana sure that reciprocity with the 
States would work as well now for, them as 
it did then. For thia reason Canadian farm- 
ers are not nearly so desiroua of reciprocity 
aa they were a few yeara ago, Tbey are not 
fretting bsoauae the Americana declare that 
they will not give us reciprocity unless we 
consent to annexation. Farmers on tho 
Canadian side of the national boundary lino 
find out that they are quite as well oil', man 
for man, aa their American neighbors, 
They aee that the market of sixty-five mil- 
lions doea not make the American farmor 
rich, and thoy very naturally conclude that 
if they had ao:esB to it on condition of giv- 
ing the Amerloan farmers the run of their 
marketa, they would not ba any batter ofif 
than they are now. A knowledge of the 
condition of Amerioin farmers hai made 
Canadian farmers quite cool on the subject 
of reciprocity, and now when thoy boo that 
Britiah free trade meana opening our markei s 
to tho Vankoo farmers, while their markets 
are closed to ua, they wisely conclude 
that tho IcBS they have of that kind of fieo 
trade the better for them. ' And they are 
right.

Juatloea Crease, McCreight, Drake 
and VValkem having taken their seats on the 
bench, the new Chief Justice entered and 
took his seat with his brother judges, with 
Mr. JustloetCrease on hia right and Mr. 
Jnatioe Wulkom on bis left. 

Mr. Uarvoy Combs, deputy regiatrar of 
tho Supremo court, read the commission 
appointing Hon. Thsodore Djtvie Chief Jus- 
tice of thu Supreme Court of British Colum- 
bia, the commission bearing date of Febru- 
ary u'.i, 1895. 

Mr. Juatlco Crease then adminiatorod tho 
following oath to tho new Chiif Justice : 

" I, Theodore Dj>vlo, do awear that 1 will 
well and truly aorvo our Sovereign Lady 
Queen Victoria, her heirs and successors, in 
thu ollice of (^hiof Justice of tho Supremo 
Court of British Columbia, and will do right 
to all manner cf people, after the laws and 
usages of the realm, without fear, favor, 
atfuction or ill-will ; ao hulp mo God " 

iMr. Jusiico Creano, after certifying to 
tho oath, addrcEaod tho new Chief Juatloe 
as follows : 

" Tho duties of a high and responsible 
ollico have fallen upon your shoulders, and 
to exercise thetii will rK|uiri3 all tho skill, 
impartiality and diligence which I know you 
possess to a croat degree ; and with tho ex- 
orcise of theao qualities you will, I trust 
and am firmly convinced, endeavor that the 
law ahali be ao administered that peace and 
good government shall bo preserved in 
British ( ' >lumbi». " 

Hon. D. M. Eborts, Q.C. , attorney-gen- 
oral of tbe province, presented the congrat- 
ulations of the bar. 

" It is my pleasant duty," he said, " to 
be the medium cf odering to Your Lordahip, 
on behalf of the bir of British Columbia, 
their siooere well wishes on your elevation 
to the high and imporcano oQcs of Chitf 
Justice. I can assure you that your ap- 
pointment has their approval and alao that 
of the people. I believe that the same 
kindly feeling that existed between the bar 
and your lamented predeoetaor will be con- 
tinued between them and yourself. May 
you fill for many years to come the high po- 
sition to which you have been called, with 
advantage to the province of British Colum- 
bia. Personally I am proud of this oppor- 
tunity to oiler my congratulations, 
as from my knowledge of your 
energy and legal skill, I feel 
sure the duties of your otl'uo will bo accept- 
ably and ably diacbarged. 1 beg to move 
that your commission and oath of ofiico be 
recorded by tho registrar." 

Hon. Chief ■lustico Davie in reply to tho 
coogratulationa of bench and bar, said : 

" I thank you heartily for tho words of 
encouragement that have boon addressed to 
mo. I am deeply sensible of my own noth- 
ingness when my merits are compared with 
tho illustrious greatness of my prodooeasor, 
but I trust that a faithful adherenco to oa- 
tabliahed precedent may to somo extent com- 
penaato for my defiolenclea. 1 heartily join 
with you in tho wish that the feeling of cor- 
diality between tho bonoh and tho bar and 
the good will that baa marked my associa- 
tion with my professional brethren, will be 
continued whilst I am on the bench, and 
that the sentiments of esteem already exist- 
ing between the bench and the bar will be 
cemented and oontioue so long as I hold that 
important and high o£Boe."

TRUSTEE MRS. GRANT. 

The Election for a Seventh Member, 
of the School Board Closely 
Uouteated- 

Imperfect Arrangements Eesalt In a 
Loss of Many Votes 
Offered. 

Mra. Gordon Grant was yesterday elsoted 
a member of the board of aohool truateea of 
the city of Viotoria, her mujority over Mr. 
Divid Spraggo being oighty threo. The 
contest was tho first in this province iu 
which " the now woman " has played a con- 
■pionoua part, and was in conseqaenoo 
watched with unusual Interest. Unfortun- 
ately the election arrangoinenta woro en- 
tirely inad((iiiito. and prob.ibly not more 
than two-thiMla ( f the (luiililicil voters wlio 
diiaircd to ens'- thuir Ijallota for one or othor 
01 tho cundidiitea did ao. 

Thla wua duo lo tho fact that owinR to 
there being u ctuah at IhopoUing place from 
1 o'oloek until ibu hour for dosing tho poll, 
from half to three i|u:krter8 nf an hour was 
neoeaaary for votioi,', and buaiaoaa men, an 
well aa ladioa who cbjocted to a long wait in 
a paabing, elbowing crowd, loft the polla 
without ezpreisiDc; their choice. The re- 
tarning officer bad but one asaiatant, and 
though repeatedly urged during the day to 
inoreaae hia ataff, explained that it could not 
be done after the voting had onoo com- 
menood. The voters' lUt oomprined up 
wards of .3,000 namea, and the majority of 
thoBo at the booth during the day came to 
tho unanimom concluaion that to attempt to 
handle it; without diviaion waa a piece of 
very short aightod policy. 

Tho roturninK ollicer, Mr. VV. K. Bull, 
when inlorviiiwi'd upon the matter of tho 
general complaint, on tho cloao of the con- 
test, admitted that a largo number cf those 
who had como to tho polla to vote bad gone 
away without depositing their biillolB, for 
tho simple roason that t,hoy could not ho 
waited upon in reasonable tiino. 

" It wan not my fault, though," aaid Mr. 
Bull. "Tho achool board insiuted upon 
rigid economy, and for thia olootion allowed 
but $50 to cover llio o.xpeuBO of ad viirtialng 
aii' well aa all other charKna. 1 diapenstd 
with » deputy returning oHiucr and did all 
his work myself, making tho beat poaalblo 
arrangomenta for the money at my dlapoaal. 
I regret that all who deaired did not j^et 
opportunity to vote, but it was not niv 
fault— aa it waa, over 800 ballots were cast." 

Tho proeouoo at tho polla of tho lady cm- 
didate and her supporters certainly gave a 
new color to the election and gave 
Mr«. Grant many votes. Sho waa un- 
doubtedly the favorite candidate with the 
•peealative, and none regret more than she 
•nd her friends that the full vote offering 
could not bo recorded. It has been aaid 
that if the point la raised the eleotlon may 
be set aaide upon tho ground that votes were 
received for a oonaiderablo time after four 
o'clock — tho returning officer having oloaed 
tho door of tho polling booth at that hour, 
and aoooptnd tho votea of all tboaa then 
waiting— but it U not probable that the law 
will tbuB be appealed to. 

The leiall) of the poll give Mrs, Grant 



436 votea and Mr. Spragge 353, the majority 
thns being 83 votea. Both candidates being 
preiont, they were called upon for abort ad 
dreasea and reaponded. 

Mra. Grant thanked ber frlooda for the 
cordial auppoBt which bad secured her eleo 
tlon and expreased the hope that ahe should 
10 well diaoharge the dntiea devolving upon 
her that at the next elaotion two other 
ladiea will be ohosen to fill aeata npon the 
board. 

Mr. SpragKS ftlao thanked those who had 
caat their ballots for him and remarked that 
with all forcea directed ogainat him be 
thought that be had done very well. 

The new trustee ia expected to take her 
Beat at a special meeting oi the board to be 
bold to-morrow eveaiog.

The Celebrated Preacher, Journalist, 
Musician aud Lecturer 
Here To day. 

Brief Sketch of a Baay aud Useful 
Life— A Mau of Many 

Parts. 



Rov. fl. R. HaweiB, of London, Eng., who 
is to leotare »t the ViotorU theatre this 
evening and to-morrow aftemoon, arrives 
from the Sound by the Rosalie thle mornlDg. 
HIb fame as a preacher, a lecturer, and a 
niusioian is world wide and lorgo audlenoea 
will no doubt liaton to his addrooaea— on 
" Music, the Art of tliB Age " aud "Musio 
and NoisB." As Rev. Mr. Haweis is per- 
liipa not! BO well known in Vloboria as he de- 
a.irvea to be, tho following ekotch cf ilia 
ire,or, from tho pon of a poreonal friend, 
v<ill no doubt be read with intcreat. 

" One of tiie best icnown ohurchea in Lon- 
don is now Sc. Jamee', Westmoroland street, 
Marylebono. Here, on almoat any Sunday 
wet or tine, you will find a crowded oongro- 
gation that hoa overflowed tho pews into tho 
aiales, and la to a largo extent made up of 
men of mature age. 'i'ha preacher la Rev. 
H R. Haweia, and you will find him hold- 
ing the {all attention of the larga oongregu- 
tion by a steady fliwof eloquence that is 
not in any way prompted by maDueoript. 

'* Mr. Haweis ia not only one of tho beat 
amd broadest of preachers, but ho has done 
▼ery important work as a journalist, author, 
mnaloian, and as leolurer ab the Royal, and 
London, and many other London and pro- 
viooial tnaticutlons. Therefore he is widely 
known as a teaoher both'i&side the chnroli 
and outside. 

" Hu^h Reginald Haweis was born ab En- 
ham, and is the oldest son of Rev. J. O. W. 
Haweis, canon and prebendary of Chiohes- 
ter cathedral, and late rector of Slaughani, 
Suaaei. At fourteen years of age he was a 
remarkable violin player, being a favorite 
pupil of tho eminent violiniati Oury, an old 
pupil of I'aganini. From Oury ho ucquiie i 
many of the artitiooa of tho great niueter, 
and was warmly wolcsmed by widely dilLr- 
ent Budienoea at C'jmbridgo as well aa In 
many private oiroloa. Hia fame as a violin- 
ist of lemarkablo powers soon spread 
throu^hont the aoiversity. Mr. Haweis 
has been busy earnlag fame out of the palpit 
aa well ao in it. 

" He waa one of tlie earliest leader 
writera of the Echo, and having but little 
pariah work in connection with his now 
uhurcli, he waa able to dovo'.o much time to 
literanire and to tho cultivation of natural 
literary gifta of no ordinary quality. He 
has CDntributod largely at diflVrcnt times to 
the Quarterly Review, the ii^ho, Timea, 
Pall Mall Gazette, Contemporary Review, 
Good Worda, Argosy and Eooyolopedia 
Britanuica, He is tho editor of Routledge'a 
World's Library, etc., and for a year acted 
as editor of C-iSaoll's Magazine. Aa an 
author Mr. Haweis is porhapa even better 
known than as a journaliat. His moat 
popular work is perhaps 'Musio and 
Morals,' now in its sficteeath edition. 
' Thonghta for the Times' ia also in Its 
fourteenth edition. Mr. Haw>Is has also 
published lately * My Masloal Life.' His 
last work is in five volumes, * Christ and 
Christianity.' 

" In society Mr. Haweis is a bright and 
gonial companion and a welcome gaest 
amongst many olaases. Aa a new leader 
and teacher of men he holds that he should 
mingle freely amongst men in iheir plea- 
auroa and amuaoments, aa well as iu their 
strife, care and sorrows. Ho ia an ardent 
lover of musio and a freiiiiont attendant at 
high class mualoal gathoriopa. In tho Eum- 
mer of 187'J Mr. Haweia waa ohcaan by tl e 
Dean of Westminster aa special preacher at; 
the evening aervicea in Westminster Abbey. 
In 1885 he visited America aa solcot 
preacher at Cornell university, Harvard 
university and Lowell lectures. Ho preached 
and lectured at iioaton, New York and 
Montreal to largo crowds, ilr. Haweis now 
Uvea at C^iaeon'a House, on tho Thames em- 
btnkmcnt, one of tho most hiatorical housEB 
in London, formerly the suburban palaoe oi 
Catharine of Bragaozi, wife of Charles II, 
by whom It was built."

poaitioD of prominanoe, ard at tht kge of 30 
he wftB eleoiud to the legisUtivo ubbumbty 
for the city of Viotoria. Seven yoare later 
he became Attorney.Qeneral and tbree yoara 
later Premier. Ab that time, July, 1S91, he 
wal one of the yonogest men in the housn. 

Snob, britfly outlined, is Mr. Divle'a 
career np to the preaent. He lua aohioved 
by bonnda what most men who auoooed 
reach by hard climbing, a point at which 
many in their race for diatiuotion arc loady 
to lay down their arms, buc at which ho 
finds hiniaelf in the prime of life, full of 
enorRy and determination. Whether ho will 
continue in political life or accept the die tin - 
gulahed honor of filling the position of 
Chief Justice of British Colombia, now open 
to him, is a matttr of speoalation and 
forhimsolf to dooido, but no matter in which 
cipacity ho may cbooee to act ho cannot f.iil 
to ho a man of marlj and a prominent factor 
in public ull'iirs. Upon the death of the 
late Hon, John Robton, an astute polltioiin 
and a man of ability and great experience, 
Mr. Davie wa« called upon to succeed him 
in the premioi ship, and thero was a good 
deal of doubt expreoaed a8 to liia tuoccBa aa 
a leader. In facb, there was a Eoniewhab 
general distrust on this point, beoauaa up to 
then, although nobody doubted hia ability 
aa a lawyer or as a lighting lieutenant, ho 
had never demonstrated any of thoaa mag- 
netic qualities which draw and cement men 
together. Ho waa known to bo ahicwd, 
prompt in action and a hard worker, 
but personally waa not distinguished for 
" popularity," because he had never sought 
it in that form, A blunt, hard hit- 
ting, nncampromiaing fighter very aeldoin ia 
popular. Bab where men oftentimes lack in 
policy^ they make up in more enduring qual- 
itiea, and while the new Premier despises 
soft sawder and political aoothlog syiup, ho 
has domonatrated that a large body cf the 
people admire and will aupporb bold, self- 
reliant and plucky leaders in preference to 
those who are little elae than political 
weather gauges. Mr. Uavie emphasized hia- 
acceaaion to the premiership by taking bold 
of the smallpox epidemic, which bad gaintd 
alarming headway, in a manner which, 
though it earned for him the title bestowed 
on him by the then leader of the opposition 
of the " little c?.ar " established him as a 
man of action, and aa a leader capable 
of coping with emergencies. The 
country admired and sppliuded him 
on account of it. The then Mayor of 
Victoria and leader of the opposition in the 
legislative assembly, a man, by the way, of 
exceptional ability as a parliamentarian, but 
cautions and constitutional to iho last de- 
gree, endeavored consoientioualy to ascer- 
tain the exact limit! to which hia powera 
extended in the premisea, but before he 
could fortify himself to hia own aalisfaotion 
the disease had got beyond ordinary -nunioi- 
pal control. The Premier did not wait for 
" authority " to atcni the epidemic that 
threatened the life of the city as well 
as of the provlnca. Ho stepped in, 
made the law by ordor-in-council, and what 
is more he enforced it. He was suoccssful 
in his policy of vigor, but he left to others 
'the task cf worrying over the constitutional 
violations inrolved. 

Mr. Davie firsb made bis mark as a law- 
yer. As sncb he is noted for elevemeas and 
zeal and a persistency which Bever lets np. 
His fellow practitioners say that he never 
knows when he la beaten. Down him on 
one legal point and he bobs np serenely with 
another, and the opposing counsel has to be 
very tenacioua or have a very strong case to 
come out vlc.orioui in the end. Nothing 
discouragea him ; he atays and fights, snc 
CBSS often crowning hia eflforts when all hope 
would seem to have departed. The Premier 
carries the same (|ualitlea into Iho house and 
into the government. He ia an untiring 
worker, and hia capacity in this reapect ia 
wonderful. He worka all the time, every- 
where he is, in the house, in 
the Attorney General'a cQioe, in hia 
private ofiice, and at home. Aa a apoaUer he 
is neither lluent nor a parliumontarian 
in bis stylo. He ia, however, plain and vig 
oroua ; and invariably carrioa the war into 
Africa. In debate he ia beat when in the 
midat of hot ahot and ahell. The more he ia 
Interrupted and abuecd the bettor he likes 
it, and the better ho can epoak, He ia es- 
sentially » fighter. In a political campaign 
be waa nc\""'' ^Down to shirk an opponent, 
and no amnuot of opposition oandannt him. 
Id rauv hiii very fearlessness and pluokiness 
earn for him a reapeot ono a UflMlnn tvtief.B 
he is moat oordiKlly bated, [{^i itt'ei- iiil 
neither the hUstiDga nor ;'no floor of the 
botise R!:9 the plaoo ■.''m.-ro hia talents show 
to the best auvantago. It ia in court before 
k jury. Though not eloquent, ho baa a 
great mastery of detail and in a 
complicated case he ia thoroughly 
at home marshalling the pointa of evidence 
and dovetailing the facts together in a way 
that ia at once olear to, and forces convic- 
tion on the minds of hia hearers. As a 
proBC'CiUor ontruotod with the administra- 
tion of justice ho pursues criminals with nn- 
relcuiiug vigilance, and onc3 having run 
them down ho throws hia whole energy into 
their proatoutlon. One of the moat recent 
notable inataccoa of thia waa the prcsoautiou 
and conviction of Albert Stroobol, charged 
with wilful murder. The evidence was en- 
tirely oircumfltantiiil in ite character, but ao 
convinced waa vho Attorney-(jeueral of the 
guilt of the prisoner that after an exhauativis 
iriiil, in which tho jury disagreed, 
ho Boc'ired a change of venue, and 
a atill longer trial onaued, tho defenoe fit'lit- 
iog moat atubbornly and very tlTeotiveiy. 
Hia summing up waH a intiaturpiooo of 
foronaio flkili. The ovidonco waa taken up 
bit by bit and linked logother ao oomplotnly 
that overy peraou In tho court room felt 
that tho Attorney General waa eiiruly draw 
ing a network ab; ut the iirinonor that por- 
tended hiaduom ; but whou tho climux was 
reached in an uddreaa that covered duyo and 
days of trial in which u groat, mnas of evi- 
dence had been piled up, and tho Abtornoy- 
General sat down, it was with the uertainty 
of conviction in the minds of all. The jury 
returned a verdiot of " guilty," and the pris- 
oner was aebtenoed to bo hanged. Then it 
was that After the spell of the tcrribln ar- 
raignment of guilt preferred by the 
AttorHey-General had begun to wear 
off, a dread oamo over tho minds 
of the people of tho possibility of a 
greab mistake having been made, and a 
strong sympathy with the prisoner began 
to make itself manifest, wliich was only 
dispollod by hie suddenly and unexpect- 
edly confoiising hia crime. It waa a tri- 
umph for the Attorney-General, not only 
on aooonnb of the skill ho displayed in 
aeonriog a oonviotlon, bat In the unerring 



certainty oonoeming the man's guilt which 
had controlled his mind from the start. 
This is bnti one of many instanoes in which 
he has diaticgalshed hlniself in this line, 
80 muob ib'that the oompleteneaa and sno- 
cos) which have attended the administration 
of justice in Bcitish Columbia in bringing 
criminals to their reward have become a 
matter of comment, more particularly on 
Che other side of the international boundary 
line, where tho contrast to this state of 
alfiira la only too apparent. 

Mr. U»vio haa a pair of very expressive 
eyes, and they gleam responsive to bis 
mooda. Bis rising ire is expressed by their 
vigorous snapping, and nothing better indi- 
cates his appreciation of a bnmoroua aitua- 
tion. It must not be inferred, however, 
that he is a man alone made to slay and be 
slain. On tho contrary, he is known to his 
frienda aa a very tender hearted and genor- 
oua minded man. In matters which concern 
his heart and pocket ho is only too easily 
imposed upon, and no one, no matter how 
poor or ill dre;i:od ho ia, who cornea to him 
with a plea of disLroaa goea away feeling 
that ho has made an appeal in vain, oven if 
his wants are not immediately satitfied. 
Parhipa oao of tho beat toata 
of a man's true character ia that 
alTecticg hia ilomeatic relatione, and 
here wo have tho strong man of atato, and 
tho ilufif, almost grulf, lawyer truly at 
home. Hia residence away up Douglas 
street, just on the outskirts of the city of 
Victoria, is lutrounded by a goodly plot of 
ground, but ia not impoaing or In any way 
ostentatious. It ia comfortable, neat and 
well appointed— a home in which one may 
always be aasured of genuine hospitality 
without formality. When Mr. Davie per- 
forms all tho public functiona of a social 
nature which are demanded of him by virtue 
of his position, he is not a " society man ' 
and prefers hia home and hia family, to 
which ho is devotedly attached. If one 
should drop in on him early in the evening 
ho would probably bo found hard at 
work, with, in all probability, his little ones 
climbing about and over him and playing all 
kinds of pranka. To their mother, who 
would tenderly chide them for disturbing 
him, ho would aay, " Never mind, lot them 
enjoy themaelvea," and so work on uncon- 
cerned by and what to moat men would bo 
distraction itaelf. One begins to see here 
a many-sided and romarkatjlo man in iiritish 
Columbia's Premier, and to wonder leaa and 
lis! at hia aucoeea, even politically. B> his 
uniformly consistent manner to tho public, 
which Is tho same now as it was years ago, 
be has shown qualitloa of heart and mind 
which the maaa i f tho people admire. Thero 
is no yawning ollicial hiatus between him and 
tho poorest man in the province who wants to 
speak with him ; no starchy or impressive 
posturing or studied epeechea. If one ia not 
bowed in and cub of hia preaoncd with studi- 
ed and diplomatic disguise of feeling, 
which to weak and inexperienced people is 
flattering, one at leust haa tho satisfaction 
of knowing hia mind, because as a rule he ia 
very unreserved in telling what ho thinks, 
nob offeoslvttly, but In a vein of frankness 
and candor which one cannot lail to appre- 
late. Kor is he a man, notwithstanding 
hia strong convictions on moat aubjeots, who 
diBB not weloome auggeationa. On the con 
trary, no man Is more open to conviction 
than he ia, and the man who haa a jnst cause 
or a good suggestion to make only requires 
to state it clearly to have if carefully. If not 
favorably considered. Such characteristics 
aa these eventually give a man great 
strength, and just such qualities as I have 
described have given him the following he 
has in the House, in which personally he has 
not an opponent who, politics aside, would 
not desire to see him occupy the highest 
position in hia profeaeion which is open to a 
man of his talents. In tho government and 
as leader of the asaembly he haa developed 
tact of 00 mean order, and between himself 
and tho present leader of the oppoaltiun, 
Mr. Semlin, a very estimable man, there is 
a perfect entente cordialo, or at least aa far 
aa that ia poaaiblo in a political sense. Tho 
same nmy be aaid in regard to the whole 
body of tho opposition, who are men of good 
calibre and not faciioua to the extruine. 
Such a condition el uffaira ariaing out of a 
keenly contested election, and a former very 
bitter feeling, apoaka volumea for the man, 
who despite hia well-known eggressivencss 
and strongly-moulded character, has been 
able to earn the personal good will and 
respect of all. In reality the present prem 
ier has become a popular leader, and by 
reason of thoao blunt and unconvontiop '

uou niiti, but whloll 111 ft auhordinato 
position 111 the goVDi-hmeht tbndod to his 
prejudice ! and herein, aa I stated ut the 
outset-, we have an interesting study in the 
probiwn o^ human foroes. It ia also to ba 
stated 'to the credit of the Premier that, 
although credited with a good deal of trlcki 
ncas by hia political opponents, in all the 
party queationa which have arisen no breath 
of scandal haa ever attached iteolf tn bib 
name, and in hia private busiueaa uff iira no 
one has attempted to impute wrong doing or 
dishonesty or sharp practice. 

I have not attempted to throw A glamor 
of righteouanoss or greatness over the char- 
acter nf this tkotoh, but, after an acquainc- 
ancfl i f some years atanding, and a close 
atudy of his onroer, have endeavored to 
portri.y fairly a atrong peraonality in pro- 
vincial politica, and a man idontifiod aince 
hia youth with tho fortunoa of tho Woat. 
As a politician and an adminiatrator he haa 
hia faults, for wliioh in tho past ho haa boon 
more credited than for hia virtuea, a com- 
mon fare, perhaps, of aK living poliliciana, 
but tuken aa ho ia, ho is a man of whom tho 
inhubitanta of liritiah Columbia will over 
think kindly and highly, or olao I miatoko 
the future before him, or tho tribute which 
ia due him as a public man to tho presen t 
point in his career. 



past events, contrasting tho conditions then 
and now, must acknowledge that the per- 
aonality cf Mr. Davio oiforpowored the 
legislature and compelled an order of things 
that retleots infinite credit on all tho mom- 
hcrs, either of the government or opposition. 
Tho Premier's astonishing oapaoity for hard 
work, hia earnesb attention to details and 
his commanding talents placed bim head 
and shoulders above any other parson in tho 
ABSombly. He baa been charged, with brus- 
queneaa, hut ho was too busy a man for 
small talk, ond in order to aaoompllsh hia 
daily labors was oblige^ to be brief 
in commnnloatlona of any kind made 
to him " or interviews held. Those 
who know Mr. Davie intimately recog- 
nize the beauty of his nature and 
the geniali'^y of his charaqter, his fireaide 
being one of the most delightful in British 
Columbia, graced by virtues that command 
respect and admiration. While this jour- 
nal regrets his departure from the arena in 
which be formed so large a part, it Is glad 
that tho bench is to be adorned by his pres- 
ence. That ho will meet the most sanguino 
expectatiors of his friends cannot be doubt- 
ed, for hia judicial mind, strict impartiality, 
and dignified manner will ensure a succesa 
worthy of hia brilliant career. In congratu- 
lating the Premier on his elevation we do so 
the more heartily bccauso wo know that in 
him the beat traditions of the judiciary will 
bo realized and that ho will initiate a regime 
never before excelled in our annals.

Tho appointment of Hon. Mr. Davio as 
Chitf Justice of liritiah Columbia has boon 
foreshadowed for some time. It gives gen- 
oral eatlsfaotion, The only regret ia that it 
romovna him from the field of politics and 
legislation, in the latter of which he had 
been especially useful. As a party leader 
ho had no superior in the ranks of the gov- 
ernment forces. He followed the Hon. John 
RobsoD, one of the ablest and moat astute 
politicians tbab ever set foot in British Col 
umbia, and sufTered nothing by comparlaon. 
Hia boldneaa, nublic spirit, industry and 
ability made him at onoe couopiuuous,

cannot refuse to acknowledge that he has 
many which mork him as tho man best fitted 
to fill it, if the choice of an appointee is to 
bo confined to residents of Brltiah Columbia. 
Of good natural abilities ; with an eminent- 
ly judicial mind ; of immense industry and 
porseveranoe, and capable of great continu- 
ous application upon any snbjeot, Mr. Davie 
has an equipment whtohmukb lead impartial 
observers to anticipate a most suoccssful 
and brilliant judicial career for him should 
bis life bo spared. Comparatively u young 
man, ho has the phjaical strength ao eaaen- 
tlal in a judge for the proper and satisfac- 
tory performance of his duties in heated 
courts and In trials long drawn out. Mr. 
Davio haa before him opportunities which 
we believe be has the sagacity to 
porceivb and tho ambition to fulfil. 
Tho duties which devolve upon the most 
industrious and painatakiug member of 
the Supreme court are really light when 
compared with the work which haa boon 
done by Mr. Davie during hia tenure of the 
two oificea of Premier and Attorney- 
General, and ho will have ample opportiia- 
ity and abundant atrongth for keeping him- 
self so thoroughly in touch with tho latest 
devolopments in the law as Is nrceaaary for 
the most efCclent performanco of his duiioa, 
whether by the counsel at the bar or tho 
judge upon the bench. We cannot but hope 
that in the now field of labor upon which ho 
is now entering Mr. Davio may achieve 
such success as shall insure him a high place 
In the roll of the judiciary of this province, 
increase the respect whioh is paid to the de- 
oisions of the Supreme court, and cause the 
time of his occupancy of tho highest seat In 
that tribunal to be hereafter remembered at 
one of the brightest and most distinguished 
periods in the judicial annals nob only of 
British Columbia bub of any appelate ootsrt 
in the Dominion.

Hia strong jjtil'bunality will 
bo missed In the houao, and it will be a dif 
(ioult matter to find a aucceaaor who will 
combine tbe buaincss ability and the execu- 
tive tact poasessed by him.

Through tho elevation to tho Chief Jus- 
ticeship of Hon. Theodore Davio, Premier 
and Attorney-General, tho most striking 
Sgure In the provincial legislature has been 
removed to a station of greater honor and 
of fewer labors. He entered the provioolal 
legislature in 1882 as member for Victoria, 
waa re elected in tbe general election of 
1880, and in 1889 entered the cabinet aa 
Attorney General, anoceeding his brother.

The diflioultles of the posi- 
tion then were greater than before the 
provioua general election ; the opposition 
In the house was stronger, and what bor- 
dered on animosity existed between Island 
and Mainland, His untiring energies carried 
him triumphantly through all political trou- 
bles and dargers until he was returned to 
power after the general oleotion of last July 
with an increased majority. The field of 
provincial politics seems to afford no new 
triumphs of his industry and ability, so he 
retires at tbe zenith of his glory to the 
honors of the bench, where it is hoped a 
long and useful career awaita him. When 
ono considers tho bitter and strong opposi- 
tion in tho face of which he has carried 
through the meaaurca undertaken by him, 
and tha atrong aupport he had this aeasion 
in tho houao, it does not aeem in accordance 
with fact to aay ttiat impending political 
diaaatora caused hia retirement. With hia
